WITH  M.  Claude  Monet  we  are  far  removed  from  tradition.  One 
of  his  greatest  characteristics  is  that  he  is  a pupil  of  nobody.  He 
stands  in  the  rare  and  fortunate  position  of  having  no  artistic  registra- 
tion. He  was  baptised  by  no  Cabanel  or  Bouguereau.  In  the  exhibition 
catalogues,  and  the  catalogues  of  the  sales,  he  figures  under  his  own  name 
only,  without  the  support  of  any  master.  It  is  true  that,  when  very  young, 
he  entered  the  studio  of  Father  Gleyre,  but  once  he  had  noted  and  compre- 
hended the  strange  methods  of  artistic  cookery  in  practice  there,  he  fled 
without  having  untied  his  portfolio  or  opened  his  box  of  colors.  He 
possessed  a governing  spirit,  ideas  of  his  own,  and  irreverence  for  the  con- 
ventions, thanks  to  which  he  was  destined  to  become  the  admirable  painter 
he  is. 

“He  never  copied  a picture  in  the  Louvre.  But  he  discovered  that  there 
were  in  nature  creations,  trees,  flowers,  horizons,  water,  light,  and  that  these 
lived,  and  were  beautiful  with  a sovereign  beauty,  which  was  incessantly 
renewed  with  a healthy  youth  that  was  ever  fresh  and  clear;  and  that  these 
were  worth  more  than  all  the  dead  masters.  . . . 

“He  went  forth  to  Nature,  elated  with  love  of  her,  and  quivering  with 
inspiration;  he  lived  in  her,  fascinated  by  the  inexhaustible  magic  of  her 
varied  forms,  moved  to  ecstasy  by  her  music,  so  little  understood;  and  he 
allowed  his  vagabond  fancy  to  lightly  move  in  the  splendor  of  light  which 
bathed  all  these  living  things,  and  gave  to  the  things  that  were  dead  the 
charming  life  of  color.”
